Her keeper, James O'Rourk?, 
exerted himself to quiet her, and aft- 
er a long delay the circus train pro- 
ceeded on its way to Yaldosta, but 
the great beast was 'thoroughly fright- 
ened and nervous. 


Six miles out from Valdosta she be- 


came so restless and 
noisy that 


O'Rourke entered the car for 
the 


purpose cf attempting ,to quiet 'her. 


With a roar the elephant attacked 


him, 
and before he could escape she 


had gathered him in her trunk and 
lashed him against the floor of the car. 
The first toss Pilled the man, but the 
infuriated beast trampled the corpse 
until it was a mass of brokem bones 
and bruised flesh. If O'Rourke ever 
called for he1!) nob'tuy heard it. He 


! had no time to close the door of tlie 
car after he entered, and when the 
train slowed up at a 
crossing near 


Valilos-ta the way was open for Gypsy 
to make her way to liberty. 


She took advantage of it, her trump- 


eting in. rage -and fear aroused the 
circus people as she left the car they 
hurriedly made an cjtamiualior; 
and 


ascertained what had 
occurred. A 


hasty hunt was 'organized. Gypsy had 
taken to tho woods, a "rogue" ele- 
phant made desperate by her exper- 
ience in the Tifton wreck. The hunt 
lasted for probably two hours, when 
the mad elephant was found in a cor- 
ton field, tearing tip the stalks, toss- 
ing them in 
every 
direction, 
and 


trumpeting as if mad. 


It was seen to ho useless to recap- 


ture the 
elephant, so large calibre 


rifles

As we 
talked General Grant rode toward us, 
einokttig-'his'usual cigar: "Recognizing 
several of us, he dismounted and joined 
us."

The Donvig life saving globe was 


tested the other day in the English 
channel while a stiff cu.sti'riy gale was 
raging. The Norwegian inventor's craft 
acted 
most 
satisfactorily. 
Captain 


Uonvig has been awaiting for several 
weeks an opportunity to .show what his 
globe is capable of in :i heavy sen. 


A strong wind was blowing and the 


waves were running high as the Dover 
harbor tug Lady Vita took the globe 
in tow and started cut to sea. In order 
that the apparatus should be as near 
sis possible in the same condition as it 
would be if tisud m ca«e of shipwreck, 
it was weighted with sand bags, which, 
with four men who were in the globe, 
made the weight erfinnient to that 
of twenty man and thirty days' pro- 
visions. 


The globe, without its crew, was first 


towed out to sea, between Dover and 
the South Foreland. 
The strong wind 


raised terrific seas. Several times the 
tug was caught in the trough, and her 
u-jcks were completely sv. ept, so that 
it was necessary to batten down all the 
hatchways. 
In this heavy sea the 


tlobe rode over the waves like a cork 
and was remarkably stcadj-. It bobbed 
0:1 the crests of the -waves, and, though 
they struck the globe with great force, 
they went over the funnel which sticks 
out of the top. 


Captain Donvig, who was on the 


tng. wanted to board the globe in the 
hosivy iea, but as it was extremely 
doubtful whether the boat could be 
launched with safety the tug towed the 
globe into quieter water. Captain Don- 
\ -g theu, accompanied by three Dover 
seamen, boarded the globe. They fas- 
tened the manhole, and the globe was 
again towed out to sea. 


When the full force of the wind and 


s.~ns was experienced, Captain Donvig 
signaled through the manhole to cast 
.off the towrope. The globe, left to it- 
self, bobbed about-jn the heavy seas, 
bat showed no inclination to roll over. 
Even the biggest waves did not break 
over the craft. 


After tossing about for ten or fifteen 


njinutes Captain Donvig and one of the 
sailors emerged from the manhole and, 
l.-.sbing themselves to the outside of 
t'.;c globe, set a small sail -which they 
pulled through, the. man hole TCith,r.bem- 
The air funnel on the globe was used 
cs a mast, and by means of this dimin- 
utive sail Captain Dour;;? managed to 
Fleer the globe iu a fairly direct course 
fr.r several miles back to Dover harbor. 


During the time the craft -was under 


s-.'.il it rode easily through the seas in 
which, according to the men on the 
tug. a ship's lifeboat could never have 
lived. 
When Captain Don-rig's com- 


panions were taken out of the globe, 
they stated they had felt no discomfort 
whatever while the craft was being 
tossed about in tho heavy seas.

One of tlie startling revelations re-

cently confined-to bis home with a cold 
ivas that he is constantly guarded'by 
three sets of detectives, snys tlie Xew 
York Evening World. That some of 
these are in the employ of persons who 
are anxious that the grunt trust build- 
er shall live long gives a deep signifi- 
cance to his absence from \Yall street 
at a critical mouienc in the manipula- 
tion of the stock market by the raid- 
ers. An accident to him at a time so 
momentous would mean the loss of 
millions to speculators. His return to 
his office iu this case was coincident 
with a check in the bear raids. 


First of the detectives v.'ho, watch 


Morgan are those of bis private'bureau 
and the police. At bis Wall street of- 
fice in New York a former roundsman, 
who is a -stalwart, good uatured man, 
is in personal charge. From two to a 
dozen men are in his command in front 
of the office or across the street at the 
comer of Br,oadNand Wall.

Next are the iife insurance detectives 


representing 
companies 
who carry 


large policies on Mr. Morgan's life for 
speculators all over the world. It is of 
great importance to know tbo, condi- 
tion of the • financier's health at all 
times that they may regulate the rates 
charged for additional policies applied 
for. 
Not even the king of England has 


more speculative insurance ou bis life 
than iias Mr. Morgan. 


These two classes Mr. Morgan does 


not object to, but the third he heartily 
dislikes. These are in the employ of 
market speculators. 
For 
protection 


against them as much as for safety 
from other dangers he has his own 
guards. 
The watchfulness of these 


men, 
ivho must keep the speculators 


fully aware of his every move and of 
his health, is a continual source of irri- 
tation to him. 


Not long ago when a runaway team 


came near colliding with the cab in 
which Mr. Morgan was driving the in- 
cident was known within a minute in 
many quarters of the city of New York. 
Newspapers received tips of the escape 
the financier had had, and there was a 
scurrying in all directions of men who 
hod to report quickly to their employ- 
ers. 


Such things are naturally irritating 


to the trust builder, and it is with 
great relief that he boards his yacht, 
which is in fact the only place where 
he can have the absolute seclusion he 
wishes. 
And even from this retreat 


information frequently comes ashore 
in a way that proves what a complete 
system of espionage 
is maintained 


about him. 


Mr. Morgan's illness of a few days 


ago was not serious, but every minute 
of the days -when he stayed at home 
reports were being sent to many places 
of his condition. 


Another annoyance resulting from

A majority of the English people, he 


clinks, are in favor of doing the right 
.hing by their fellowmen, and he be- 
lieves that his countrymen 
can win 


their way to a recognition of the jus- 
tice of their cause by employing the 
methods usually made use of by na- 
tions in their intercourse with each 
other, especially by a weaker nation ia 
dealing with a stronger one. 


"Waat can. you expect ," he said, 


"from a man with whom you are for- 
ever quarreling-, and what can we ex- 
pect from a nation that we are contin- 
ually abusing?" 


He called attention to the tact that 


England herself has advanced in en- 
lightenment and liberty, and referred 
to what she has done for Ireland in 
material improvements and in the es- 
tablishment of a school system. He 
thinks that the people of Ireland 
should show a disposition to conciliate 
the enemy which she cannot tope to 
conquer unaidea, and believes that 
England will prove a better friend In 
the end than the nations that are look- 
ed to for help in fighting her. 


Referring to France, he said: 
"Would 
that Ireland, had never 


known her." 


He would have Irishmen emigrate 


and settle in England, enter parlia- 
ment, the army and the navy until Ir- 
ish influence would predominate in ev- 
ery department of the government and 
in the financial and commercial affairs 
of the country. Taen Irish rights 
would be secured. 


To do this, he thinks, would not be 


difficult or require a great length of 
time, for one-third of the British army 
and navy is now composed of Irishmen 
among whom are some of the highest 
officers. 
Irishmen are also prominent 


in business and professional 
life in 


England. 


Father O'Boyian's address was prob-

PRESIDENT ELIOT 


Declares Work of Labor Unions is Beneficial, Be- 


cause It Tends to Make Mankind Hap- 


pier—A Private Address. 


Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 24.—in an 


address at a private meeting of the 
Colonial Club of this city President. 
Eliot of Harvard, made a compre- 
hensive statement ol his views on 
labor unions. He uiid that the work 
of the labor unions must be counted 
among the efforts to niake the lot of 
mankind more satisfying and happier 
and that their strength lay in their 
belief in this work as their mission. 
He then enumerated the conditions 
v.hieh he designated as humane con- 
ditions of employment—those to which 
labeling men may rightly aspire. First 
was a rising wage based on increased 
experience, attainments and age; sec- 


ond, 
steady employment after ade- 


quate probation; third, the opportuni- 
ty for the workingman to establish a 
permanent home; fourth, conditions 
which enable him to give his employer 
generous services and to take pride in 
it; fifth, the right to a pension on dis- 
ability, which gives throughout 
life 


relief from one great anxiety and that 
public consideration, -which goes with 
a steady job and a self-respecting, 
though humble or unobserved career. 


These 
flve conditions of humane 


employment, 
President Eliot said, 


were realized today in Harvard Uni- 
versity. Plainly they were net real- 
ized in the great American industries 
employing unskilled labor, where the 
terms of service were often those ol 
•'instant dismissal." Another serious 
difficulty with American employment 
was that it was spasmodic. Com- 
plaints from employes were often 
made the ground for dismissal. 


The present antagonism of employ- 


ers and the uniongi-was the fault of 
both parties, but on the 
whole the 


former were more to blame because 
their situation was more comfortable 
and their education superior. The in- 
dustrial community was> under many 


obligations for the evil's* they liaye 
mitigated, such as poor sanitary con- 
ditions in factories, an unreasonable 


• number of hours of work, child labor 
and the company store. The oligarchy 
of capital had 
combined effectively 


and the corresponding combination of 
laboring men was a wholesome check 
upon that oligarchy. There was no 
question that the labor union should 
come to stay. On the other hand, its 
cause was injured by certain 
evils 


which were subversive! of fundamen- 
tal American doctrines of liberty. 


One of these evils* was the limit 


placed on the number of apprentices, 
whereas in the learned professions ev- 
ery encouragement was given to the 
training of novices. Other evils were 
the limitations of output, which de- 
stroyed the self-respect of the recent 
workman, and " the 
uniform wage, 


which has a cruel reaction, on the less 
capable workman, because with a uni- 
form wage be loses his job at every 
slack in- business, whereas if he was 
paid according to his earning capacity 
his employer could afford to keep him 
•the year around. A fourth evil was 
the violence which was* an inevitable 
feature of every strike in industries 
employing unskilled labor. The un- 
skilled laborer on a strike had no oth- 
er weapon unless it were the boycott, 
whish was a cruel, cowardly interfei- 
ence with the rights of all the people. 
President Eliot declared that toe saw 
grounds for hoping that the relations 
of capital and labor would be im- 
proved, in spite of their present un- 
intelligent 
antagonism, partly by 


frank public discussion, partly by ar- 
ranged agreements for conciliation or 
arbitration, and partly by the service 
which labor unions would render 
capital through their constant com- 
mand of the labor resources of which 
capital conie in need.

DOG TAX—In addition to the foregoing tax, there is levied a per capita 


tax of "$1 on male and $2 on female dogs, payable in one installment at the 
December collection. 


SPECIAL NOTICE—Road receipts MUST be presented when December 


taxes are paid, if credit is allowed for same. 


Remember, in asking-for taxes that property stands on the Treasurer's 


books in the name of the owner on April 7, 1902. Taxpayers will avoid 
trouble and save time by bringing the last tax receipt, especially so if they 
have sold or purchased property within the year. 


When asking for amount of your taxes by mail, please state clearly in 


whose name and in what township or town, school district 
or ward, -the 


property is located and whether real or personal. 


LIQUOR AND CIGARETTE TAX—Liquor tax payable one-half Decem- 


ber 20, and one-half June 20, year ending fourth Monday in May, 1903. Cig- 
arette tax payable June 20, annually. 


WHEN TO PAY—Section 1091 of the Revised Statutes of Ohio requires 


one-half of the Taxes charged on the duplicate, exclusive of Road Tax, to- 
gether with the same, to be paid on or before the 20th day of December, 
1902, and the remaining half on or before June 20th, 1903. 


GENERAL INFORMATION—The entire delinquencies and one-half of all 


other taxes charged on the duplicates of 1902 are required to be paid on or 
before the 20th day of December, and the remainder on or before the 20th 
day of June next. Any person charged with taxes may, at his or her op- 
tion, pay the full amount thereof before the close of the books at the Decem- 
ber collection, but it is required to pay all road taxes, all delinquent taxes, 
and one-half of the current year's ta'x before the close of December collec- 
tion and the remaining one-half of the current year's tax during the June 
collection. When one-half of the taxes charged on real estate is not paid 
during 
the December collection; a penalty of fifteen per cent, shall be 


added (and this penalty does not belong to the Treasurer.). See Section 
2844, Revised Statutes, which says: 


"When one-half the taxes charged against any entry of real estate shall 


not be paid on or before the 20th day of December in that year, a penalty of 15 
per cent, thereon shall be added to such half of such taxes on the dupli- 
cate," which together with the remaining half mast be paid during the June 
collection. Real estate having delinquent taxes of 1901 or prior to 1902, re- 
maining unpaid on December 20th, 1902, will be advertised, and if not paid 
before the third Tuesday of January, 1903, will be offered for sale. In event 
of no sale such property is forfeited to the state and will be offered at the 
biennial sale of forfeited lands. 


In case of failure to pay the December payment of taxes on personal 


property the whole year's tax becomes due. which the Treasurer is then re- 
quired to collect by distraint if necessary, as in case of delinquent personal! 
property taxes for years prior to 1942 due and unpaid.

WHEN LIEN ATTACHES—Tax payers are advised that a tax year and ; 


a calendar year are not the same. The Hen for any tax attaches the day pre- 
ceding the second Monday in April of any year, but the first half of such tax 
is paid the following December, and the second half the June following the 
Decjmber. 


IMPORTANT—Payment of taxes * 5th check or checks is by courtesy of 


the Treasurer only. When checks are received for taxes and not paid on pre- 
sentation, the taxes will be restored to tie duplicate without notice, and 
receipts given declared null and void. 


OFFICE HOURS—Office hours lo the public, 8 a. m. to 4:00 p. m. cen- 


tral standard time, the remainder of th« day being absolutely necessary to 
perform the other essential clerical dii',:cs.

HINTS FOR FARMERS 


\VJiy Some Partner* Pall. 


Many of our farmers make good 


crops whenever not prevented by un- 
avoidable conditions, and even In sen- 
eons of severe drought their crops are 
above the average. 
Unfortunately, 


lucre are a great many who at bust 
make only average crops, and In un- 
favorable seasons not enough to sup- 
port their families. The difference be- 
tween tbe best yields and the average 
of all yields Is usually more than 'MO 
per cent. 
This snows that there is 


something wrong, and the fault Is not 
In the land, for the heaviest -crops on 
record of most farm staples bave been 
grown on land originally poor, but 
made unusually fertile by a good prac- 
tical farmer. Tben the reason for the 
low average must be the incompetence 
of the farmers, and in this day of eu- 
lightenruent and educational advan- 
tages this incompetence is from choice. 
Tbe farmer prefers incompetence rath- 
er than the effort necessary to remove 
it. In other words, be bas before bim 
tbe choice of bard labor and small and 
uncertain yields or of less physical la- 
bor and large returns and be volun- 
tarily takes tbe former. He does not 
want success at tbe market price, 
which is steady and intelligent effort, 
and as this is a free country, at least 
as to things of tbis sort, be bas tue 
rigbt of free choice. Thus far he is 
right enough, but be is wrong in this— 
tbat as be bas chosen his conditions 
he has no moral rigbt to grumble as 
much as be does at tbe results of bis 
choice. 
Having made bis bed rough, 


be should lie in it, be quiet and not an- 
noy those who have made smoother 
beds with lugubrious particulars of 
his bedsores.—Farm and Ranch. 


That "Covey Taste." 


Milk wben first drawn has a peculiar 


flavor, or "cowy taste," more or less 
noticeable, which if not driven off by 
aeration (exposure to tbe air) frequent- 
ly gives tbe milk an unpleasant taste 
even before it becomes sour. Aeration 
may be accomplished by stirring or by 
pouring from one vessel to another. The 
can of milk may be set in a tub of wa- 
ter to cool. The cooling and aeration 
may be better and quicker done by 
running tbe milk over a combined cool- 
er and aerator or other similar appa- 
ratus having provision for running cold 
water through it. Cleaner cows, cleaner 
milkers, scalded utensils, quick and 
rhorough cooling, aeration and less ex- 
posure to dust of street when delivering 
will increase the keeping quality of 
market milk. If properly done, one de- 
livery a day will be all tbat is neces- 
sary.—Dairy World. 


Growing; Sweet Potatoes. 


The growinr of sweet potatoes is, aa 


a celebrated man once remarked about 
the .tariff, "a JocaL_ matter-." - What 
would be a good system of cuhrure in 
one locality might not succeed in an- 
other. Sweet potatoes require for tbeir 
jest development a sandy soil of mod- 
erate fertility. 
In Maryland, a great 


sweet potato state, sandy soils are fer- 
ilized by heaping on tbem forest leaves 
and pine needles, called "pine shatters." 
Some commercial fertilizer is also used. 
The sweet potatoes are first planted 
out in hotbeds or cold frames in very 
rich soil and permitted to spiout, these 
sprouts being planted along ridges 
thrown up to varying heights. Culti- 
•ation should be frequent and shallow. 
Sweet potatoes do not usually thrive on 
clay soils, nor is the quality so good.— 
osepb E. Wing in Breeder's Gazette.
